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Chara^er  of  OrBuRNET;  3> 
reignfr.  From  GrofleyV  Ohftrva^ 
tions  on  England. 

OvTR  author  fays,  that  a  great  gallery 
of  the  palace  of  Lambeth,  contains 
the  pi^iiret*,  at  full  length,  of  the  fc- 
vcral  bifhopg  who,  fince  the  reformation, 
have  po/Tcfled  the  fee  of  Canterbury,  and 
of  fomc  prelate  whofc  talents  have  done 
an  honour  to  the  Englilh  clergy  To 
thefe  are  joined  certain  ancient  portraits, 
amongft  which  one,  which  is  the  work 
of  Holbein,  deferves  particular  notice: 
it  is  the  picture  of  an  archpiOiop  con¬ 
temporary  to  the  painter:  though  the 
features  are  (hocking,  there  is  fomething 
Very  expreflive  in  the  phyliogmony. 

Amongft  the  nxxlern  portraits,  that 
of  Dr  Burnet  is  one  which  beft  of  all  ei- 
hibits  a  countenance  as  noble  and  plea- 
finy,  as  the  works  of  that  celebrated  wri^ 
ter  arc  the  reverfe.  The  memoirs  of 
John  Macky  contain  certain  anecdotes 
of  that  perfonage,  whofc  character  was 

*  /  nuai  indehttJ  for  the  fght  and 
examination  of  the  curiofiliet  at  Latn^ 
befht  to  Dr  'DyxQSirAt  feilo*tu  <f  the  fo^ 
detjf  0/  antiquaries. 
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an  odd  mixture  of  violence  and  coin* 
plalfance,  which  be  made  alternately 
fiibfcrvient  to  promoting  his  fortune^ 
He  was  concerned  in  all  the  great  chan- 
ges,  and  had  a  hand  in  all  tl^  intrigues 
which  agitated  England  from  the  yeaf 
1680  till  bis  death.  Ever  varying  his 
principles  according  to  circumltances,  be 
was  unihaken  in  nothing  but  his  hatred 
to  the  houfe  of  Stuart.  This  hatred  it 
was  that  excited  king  William  to  pro¬ 
mote  him  to  the  epifcopal  dignity,  rincl 
to  confer  on  hjm  the  place  of  chancellor 
of  the  order  of  the  garter,  and  that  ot 
preceptor  to  the  duke  of  Glouoefter. 
He  was  afterwards  as  warm  a  partizan 
of  the  houfe  of  Hanover,  as  be  had  bee« 
of  the  prince  of  Orange;  but  d^ath  did 
not  give  him  time  to  reap  tbe  fruits  of 
this  new  attachment. 

*  In  the  memoirs  juft  cited,  we  meet 
with  two  confultations  of  this  dodor, 
which  afford  the  moff  extraordinary 
prooli  of  bis  talent  at  fuiting  his  princi¬ 
ples  to  the  times  and  occurrences.  'Phe 
barrennefs  of  the  queen  confort  to 
Charles  II.  gave  occalion  to  iheic  ‘‘on- 
fultations,  which  have  all  the  autb-nti- 
cicy  that  can  be  defired  In  a^i  of  this 
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nature.  In  ihc  firft  he  laid  it  down  as  a 
maxim,  that  harrennefs  in  a  *ivife'is  a 
jufl  cJhfe  o  f  divorce ;  and  in  the  fe¬ 
cund  he  maintains,  that  even  under  th: 

diJ'peul'jtion^  there  are  certain 
caujes  *\vhich  may  jujlify  polygamy. 
Yet  the  d'Krtnnc  difplayed  in  thcle  con- 
l4iUations,  by  a  divine  who. had  acqi^ired 
a  reputation  for  rigid  virtue,  had  no  ef¬ 
fect  upon  the  principles  of  honour,  which 
reijjned  in  the  foul  of  a  prince  the  molt 
tcnfual  and  voluptuous  of  the  age  in 
which  be  lived  f. 

A  chnplaiuihip  to  a  nobleman  of  the 
Hamilton  funilyr  was  Dr  Uurncl’s  fit  ft 
ftep  to  fitrtnne.  He,  in  I'ccret,  w’on  the 
heart  and  recrired  the  hand  of  a  niece 
of  the  chief  perfon  nf  that  family,  lady 
Margaret  Kennedy,  daughter  of  the  cail 
of  Caifib.  His  m.irriagc  being  tlifcover- 
ed  in  Scotland,  he  fled  with  liis  wife  to 
F.npland,  and  joined  with  the  party  op- 
|x»fite  to  that  of  the  duke  of  Y(»rk,  of 
which  the  Hamiltons.wcrc  the  chief  fup- 
]Htrt  in  Scotland.  The  enmity  of  that 
iroufe  purfued  him  to  England,  where 
he  exerted  himielf  to  the  utmoft  to  ac¬ 
quire  a  name  in  the  anti- royal  party. 
Being  compelled  to  leave  England,  he 
traverfijd  France,  .Italy,  and  Germany, 
from  whence  he  went  to  the  piin’cc  of 
Orange,  at  the  Hague,  wlmfc  for¬ 
tunes  he  followed,  and  whom  he  ferx'ed 
with  all  the  ardour  of  a  ringleader  of  a 

f>.arty  :  The  prince  ihcw'ed  his  gratitude, 
ry  prewiring  for  the  doctor,  at  the  death 
of  hia  fiift  wife  (who,  not  ciiufing  to 
follow  her  hufband  in  hia  peregrinatioriR, 
flayed  behind  him  in  England),  n  Dutch 
heirefs  in  marriage;  by  this  lady  he  had 
feven  children,  five  of  whom  furvived 
their  father.  Upon  the  death  of  this  fc- 
^nd  wife,  he  man  ied  a  rkh  widow  of 
the  name  of  Berkeley. 

•  It  w  as  not  his  fanlt  that  his  patron  and 
benefactor,  who  was  looked  upon  by 
fomc  ab  conqueror  of  England,  did  not 
ieizc  upon  all  the  prerogatives  which 
flow  from  the  right  of  couqueft,  and 
which  had  been  fo  fatal  to  the  nation  un¬ 
der  William  the  baltard.  With  a  view 
of  promoting  this  defign  of  the  prince 
of  Orange,  Burnet  pubhlhcd  a  paftoral 
letter,  which  wms  condemned  to  the 
flames  by  the  hov.fc  of  commons.  His 
'laft  work  was  a  \indent  invc6tivc  agahift 

t  San(5tiores  crant  ai’res  principisqium' 
corda  tacerdotum.  The  ears  pf  prin* 
ces  *were  mor^  ^digieut  then  the 
ktnrtJ  of  priejt.'* 


the  peace  of  Utrecht  and  the  pretender^ 
from  whofe  reicntment  he  would  have 
had.  every  thing  to  fear  in  cafe  queen 
Anne  had  called  the  exiled  family  to  lh4 
throne. 

The  chancel  of  St  James’s  church 
Clcrkenw'cil,  where  he  was  Jiuried  in 
17 1 5, is  adorned  with  a  long  Latin  epitaph, 
which  pfaifes  him,  .Is  /ibertatit,  pitriA, 
verifque  religionis  Jirenuum,  fsmper* 
que  indefeffum  fropugnatoremt  tyran* 
nidi  ct  fuperjlitioni  perpetuo  inftn^ 
Ju'fn,  “  The  ilrenuous  and  unwearied 
defender  of  liberty,  his  country,  and 
true  religion,  and  the  eternal  enemy  of 
tyranny  and  fupcrftition.” 

In  colleding  thefe  pvticulars  of  J)r 
Burnet,  I  .have  followed  the  fame  me¬ 
thod  w’hich  I  have  obferved  with  regard 
to  other  celebrated  w^riters.  ThtfV  a- 
necdotep  throw  a  Tight  upon  their  works^ 
and  contribute  to  render  them  intereft- 
ing  to  their  readers  when  they  would 
not  Kavc  been  fo  of  themfehes.  Ta 
perufe  them  with  this  afliftancc,  is  as 
diftlrcnt  from  reading  them  without  it, 
as  the  converfation  of  an  acquaintance 
diflers  from  that  of  a  man  we  have  no 
knowledge  of.

IT  is  too  commonly  the  cafe  with  rcl>' 
gibus  difputantato  imagine,  that  cve^ 
ry  perfon  is  .as  much  intcrefted  in  the  iilue' 
of  the  difputc  as  themfelves ;  andthal  it  In* 
a  matter  of  great  confequence  to  the  pub* 
lie  which  of  the  two  is  the*  better  man.. 
If  two  foch  dirpiitantt' happen  to  get 
to  any  work,  like  jeur  h^aarw,  de-  ^ 
flgned  for  public  InftrudBoh  aixi'*eqtet-  " 
t,ain;ppnt,  you  are  then  in  danj^  'ef 
ing  peflcrcd  with,  their  peirormancet 
without  end,  which  either  zAlforlliefr 
caufc,  a  defirc  of  rcefog  their  wofka  iia 
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fn.tt,  or  a  good  opinion  of  their  pwn 
importance,  will  prompt  them  to  fend 
yon.  If  you  refufe  to  admit  them,  you 
are  complained  of;  and  if  you  do  admit 
them,  your  readers  will  fometimes  meet 
with  the  moft  naufeating  and  inhpid 
prod  unions.  1  (hall  not  at  prefent  Ihew 
iTiy  vanity  fo  far  as  to  fay,  that  I  have 
any  notion  the  difpute  between  Phila* 
rites  and  me  will  be  agreeable  to  many 
of  your  readers;  neither  do  1  write  with 
a  view  of  converting  my  antagonift  to 
my  opinions.  No,  Sir,  I  verily  believe 
that  he  is  avS  incorrigible  by  me  as  I  am 
by  him;  and  I  Write  purely  in  felf-dC' 
fence,  as  I  find  there  is  no  end  of  his  ac- 
cui'ations.  It  is  matter  of  fa^,  that  he 
hath  brought  no  argument  in  cither  of 
his  performances,  and  is  thus  not  worth 
the  anfwering  as  a  difputant;  but  he 
hatli  attacked  my  Propofals  in  an  un¬ 
heard- of  manner,  which,  had  be  been 
eiiiincd  with  a  great  deal  o&tfiat  quality 
called  cQmtno?i  fetife^  he  would  have 
feen  ought  not  to  have  been  meddled 
with  till  the  hook  w(s  pubiifiied.  -How¬ 
ever,  as  1  Jcl  \uii  aim  is  to  throw  a  gene¬ 
ral  odium  upon  me,  for  maintaining 
principles,  in  oppufition  to  which  he  is 
not  able  to  anfwcr  a  word  to  the  pur- 
pofe :  and  it  is  of  real  confequcncc  to 
an  author,  who  prints  by  fubfeription, 
to  defend  his  propofals  till  the  book  is 
puhlilhtd ;  I  therefore  crave  your  pa- 
tit  nee  once  more,  till  I  anfwcr  the  actu- 
fati«m8  and  ajfertionsy  drefled  up  in  the 
form  of  argument,  he  hath  been  plcafed 
to  bring  againft  me,  P.  163. ;  and  I  aCTurc 
you,  on  the  word  of  a  Layvtan^  that 
.this  is  the  lalttime  1  fliall  trouble  you  or 
.the  public  with  an  anfwer  to  fuch  adver- 
laries  as  Philareies* 

As  to  nay  having  l>ccn  a  <hyntiJPs  Icr- 
vant,  I  prefume  it  is  not  to  the  purpofe. 
— That  1  deny  the  utility  of  the  *whole 
clerical  order  n  certain;  and  my  rca- 
fon  for  fo  doing  is,  that  I  bcHcvc  the  ho^ 
h  Scriptures  arc  able  to  make  myfelf, 
and  every  other  perfon,  if  we,  read  and 
iindcrftand.thenn,  wife  unto  falvation, 
1  therefore  own  no  other  teachers  than 
thefe,  neither  do  I  want  any  other. 
Phil  aretes  will  no  doubt  reply,  the 
feripturee  muA  be  explained,  clfe  1  never 
will  underiUnd  them;  and  therefore 
teachers  mud  be  appointed,  &c.  t  have 
not  time  at  prefent  to  difpute  this  point, 
and  therefore  give  it  him  his  own  way ; 
but  the  (cripture  mentions  two  kinds  of 
tcac^rs,  one  kind  whoih  6W  (€t 


in  the  ch^b,  the  other  nrejt  heap  to 
thcm(cIv^|Rter  their.own  luftl.  I  hop4 
a  LaymamSj^^hi  not  t(f  give  eai  to  k 
teacher  tiu**c  knows  whether  he  is  of 
the  one  kind  or  the  other,  efpecially  as 
we  are  told  in  feripture,  that  certain 
teachers  were  to  arife,  who  through  co‘^ 
vetoufnefs  by  feigned  •words  mould 
make  mtrehandife  of  us  poor  laymen* 
— I  (hall  give  our  modern  teachers  ail 
fair  play,  and  be  as  indulgent  US  them  at 
the  New  Tcftament  will  allow  me,  fuH- 
je^^ing  them  to  bo  other  judgment  than 
what  the  Lord  himfelf  fubmltted  tii 
when  on  earth  ;  and  I  do  hereby  promife 
'Philaretes,  that,  if  he  can  cUar  up  tbU 
Tingle  point,  he  will  convert  a  Lapnan^ 
however  incorrigible  he  may  think  hini. 

Philaretest  no  doubt,  would  have  us 
think  that  he  is  appointed  by  God  to 
make  known  to  the  ignorant  the  way  of 
falvation.  'Well.'  how  fliall’ I  be  lure 
that  he  is  fo;  who  fays  it?  Pkilaf^itei 
himfelf. — Very  well,  fo  far  fo  good;  lie 
is  one  that  bears  witnefs  of  himfelf,  and 
as  fuch  he  muft  l>e  accepted ;  but  who  is 
the  other  ? — As  I  cannot  give  an  anfwer 
here,  Philaretes  himfelf  muft  do  it.  If 
he  bears  witnefs  of  himfelf,  i  have  divine 
authority  for  faying  his  witnefs  is  ndt 
true.  I  canned  take  the  teftimony  of 
men  in  this  cafe,  becaufe  it  it  faid  In 
'feripture,  Cod  be  true,  but  every 
man  a  liar.  It  is  the  divine  teftinfiony 
in  favour  cf  Philaretes  perfotially  xh^t 
he  hath  to  produce;  and  what  I  fey  to 
him,  I  fay  to  (he  whole  clerical  order.— r 
But  I  muft  leave  him  ;Ind  them  to  pro* 
duce  their  witnefs  as  they  beft  may,  and 
proceed  to  anfwer  the  next  thing  I  am 
accufed  of;  which  Is, 

That  I  argue  ftrenuoufly  agamft  prayer# 
To  this  I  plead  not  guilty, — amftrm- 
ly  perfuaded,  that  every .Chriftian  Ought, 
nay,  and  muft  every  moment  return  Gqd 
thanks  for  the  'unfpeakable  gifts  be  hath 
given  to  mankind :  that  he  muft  defire  a 
ihare  in  thefe  gifts;  and  this  defire  it 
produdtive  of  prayer,  &c.  I  have  not 
room  to  explain  myfelf  farther,  for  Phi^ 
laretes  prefTes  me  with  another  accuia- 
tion ;  namely, 

The  Layman  fays,  in  his  Propofalt, 
that  the  greateft  and  moft  important 
part  of  worjliip  is  the  doing^good  whcrc- 
ever  it  is  in  <»ur  power.— The  fcripturc 
fays,  To  obey  is  better  than  Sacrifice^ 
Our  Saviour,  at  the  laft  day,  will  lay. 
Come,  ye  hlejfed  of  my  Father,  inherit 
fhe  kingdom,  Sic.',  Jor  1  •wns  an^h%Hi 
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gredt  and  ye  gave  me  mead^  8cc, :  and 
ill  iiKc  manner,  Depa^t^ye  curjed^  &c,; 
‘j'}^  y  *\uas  an-hungrea^  and  ye  gave 
h.  no  tneai^  &c.  Arc  not  then  the 
feCi’.injr  the  hungry, cloalhing  the  n^ked, 
&c.  the  preatrft  ami  inv»(l  hnporunt 
fnallcrb?  And  what  is  this  but  the  doing 
where- ever  it  ib  in  our  pnw’er? 

The  panel  now  is  accwlcd  of  denying 
any  rule  for  fanftifying  the  Lord's  day* 

• — Here  he  complains,  that  his  judges 
b.ive  never  flieweil  him  this  rule;  and  it 
it  uiKeafonable  to  find  fault  with  a  man 
for  denying  that  he  hath  leen  what  he 
hath  not  Icen  !  He  hath  heard,  indeed, 
inferences  from  Tome  fciiptnre  texts, 
w  (licU  teacher^,  bearing  witnefs  of  them- 
felveti,  or  of  one  another,  w’ould  conftruc 
into  commands,  but  the  Layman  will 
by  no  means  owm  fubje^tion  to  any  fuch 
authority. — Not  withll.inding,  he  w’ill 
keep  any  day  that  people  plcafc  to  ap¬ 
point  for  celebrating  the  praifes  of  their 
Kedeemer,  and  will  gladly  meet  with 
them  for  this  piirpore;  but,  when  they 
i»cgin  to  place  rrligion  in  ohierving  a  day, 
;ind  meet  together  to  hear  the  words  of 
mortal  he  thinks  proper  to  keep  at 
a  difl.incc;  for  the  Layman  is  certain, 
that  pure  religion  and  undcfilcd,  before 
God  and  the  Father,  is,  to  >ifit  ihe  fa- 
therlcfii  and  witlows  in  their  afiliCtioii, 
and  to.  keep  ourfelvcs  unlpotled  fro  ii 
the  work!. 

Laflly/thc  Layman  hath  not  entered 
the  gates  of  a  Chnftian  all'embly  for 
twenty  months;  becaufc  he  hath  never 
yet  found  a  Uacher  that  did  not  bear 
witners  of  hiinielf;  fo  that  they  have 
tfiemfelves  to  blame. 

Phiiaretef  hav-ing  now  given  fomc 
‘  vent  to  his  heart,  in  the  w’ay  of  accuU- 
linn,  propofer^  to  defend  the  four  follow¬ 
ing  hatteric*  :  i//.  The  Layman's  diK^ 
tiine#  fubverl  orihrKl.ixv.  *  idly^  They  arc 
not  only  m.srveili»«i:i,  buf  coiitrsry  to  rea- 
Ion.  .ti/y*  I  hey  .uc  ve^y  pemicious  to 
the  caufc  uf  virtue:  And,  lajlhs  he  will 
anfwer  the  Layman's  rationa*  objections. 

The  firft  of  thefc  he  might  have  faved 
himlell  the  trouble  of  di‘fc»^diTTg;  for  the 
J^avmaa  will  tiwn  in»  fianiiard  6f  ortho¬ 
doxy  but  that  nvord  which  is  truths  aiid 
through  which  be  hope-*  tobe  /«»ii‘//^ri/, 
.and  will  never  give  himfclf  the  trouble 
of  inqu'ring  whether  his  dodrincs  arc  Or 
arc  not  agiceablc  to  the  thirty  nine  ar. 
tieV*i.  o*  (.'vMifeili'in  of  faith.  Neverthc- 
Jefs,  iKcmfc,  in  the  place  quoted  by 
i^hihretet^yhKL  Cunfcilion  of  Faith  hap¬ 


pens  to  fay  fomething  like  what  Paul 
fays,  Rum.  i.  ao.;  and  becaufe  Phild* 
retes  hath  condelcended  afterwards  to 
qimte  feripture  once^  P.  164  1  therefore 
reply,  that,"  when  once  the  exifteoce  of 
God  is  revealed^  his  character' is  difeu- 
Verabic  from  his  works  as  juft  and  mer¬ 
ciful  ;  and  it  is  this  charaderthat  fives; 
for  though  the  devils  believe  that  there 
is  one  God,  this  knowledge  is  worfe  to 
them  Than  none  at  all ;  and  juft  fi)  would 
it  be  to  men,  granting  that  they  could 
know  God’s  cxillencc  of  themfelvcs  un¬ 
til  they  knew  his  metcy.  It  is  this  cha¬ 
racter  or  namet  ol  which  thc’apoftlc 
fays  that  God's  giving  rain  from  hea* 
vest  and  fruitful  fsafons  was  a  witnefs; 
and,  by  attending  to  this  witnefs,'  the 
heathens  might  feel  after,  and  find  G(k1 
the  Saviour.  There  is  noihiiig  then  iii 
the  feripture,  or  in  the  words  of  the 
Confeflion  of  Faith,  quoted  by  Philare^ 
/e/,' that  coiitradifts  my  afl'ert ion,  that 
God  cannot  bc-k'nownMill  he  reveals 
himftlf;  and  it  is  plain  that  the  authors 
of-  the  ConTeffion  of  Faith  took  it  fof 
granted  that  the  heathens,- or  men  witli^ 
■out  the  fciiptures,  knew  the  work,  of 
nature  to  be  nvorks  of  creation.  ■  H'»vy 
did  they  know  that  they  werc-fo?  Un*- 
doubcedly  from  the  revelation  given  ori¬ 
ginally  to  man,  and  handed  down,  how¬ 
ever  im;>erfeCHy,  by  tradition.  If  they 
knew  it  any  other  xVay,  the  very  firft 
verfe  of  the  Bible  is  ufelefs,  as  it  !►  a  re^ 
vehtion  of  what  every  body  mufi  know 
without  it;  The  quotation  from  bithop 
Pearfon.  P.  i6.t.  proves  nothing  but 
God  hath  revealed  himfelf  to  all  man^ 
kind.  Mr  ‘ihvrnethy^  Mr  IVooiaJloH^ 
and  Mr  Philaretss  himfelf,  I  refer  t6 
your  corref|»fmdciit  .'iihamtt^  and  beg 
they  will  ani'wer  bis  que4li>m,  P.  i6s» 
IPhat  is  neceffity  ? — To  Mr  Fofter  1  re¬ 
ply,  that  1  never  denied  the  exiftence  of 
a  Suprc»n»'  Being  to  be  dcmonftiable'; 
for  1  am  "f  opinion  that  the  very  men¬ 
tion  c  f  f’ch  a  being  is  ademonfiration  of 
his  cxiflence.— Ip  the  firft  pait  of  b  ibop 
'Burnet's  argument,.?.  164.  1  e  gives  up 
hijowncauie;  for,  if  1  am  allowed  to 
prrve  the  exiftence  of  God  fr».m  the  re¬ 
citals  of  miracles  in  (ciipitne,  I  may 
prove  »t  from  the  firft  fcntcnce,  niy, 
from  almoft  every  part  of  it;  f“»'  the 
\%h(»le  feripture  is  only  one  continneil 
account  of  the  w.*i:deiful  work?  God 
I. ’th  done  or  will  do.  The  latter  pa»'t 
of  it  is  an  abfurdity :  f  >r,  by  arguing  in 
the  (amc-way,  we  may  dcmooftratCi  tbJS 
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the  lipht  of  the  fun  doth  not  prorc  hi§ 
exiftencc.  Thui,  before  we  can  be 
bound  to  bcHcve  the  cxiftenefeof  the  fun, 
from  any  argument  drawn  frorti  the 
he  emitH,  we  muft  believe  three  an-# 
tfcedent  propofitiona.  i.That  there  is 
a  fun.  a.  That  he  emits  light.  3. That 
the  lijjht  which  comes  to  os  is  the  light 
ot  the  fun.  What,  therefore,  muft  be 
believed  before  we  acknowledge  the 
li^^ht  to  be  that  of  the  fun,  cannot  be 
pioved  from  it ! — This  way  of  reafoning 
lutcis  no  comment.  The  words  of 
feripture,  ^whatever  doth  make  manifefl 
is  light y  will  ftand  for  ever  true,  and  all 
things  arc  made  manifeft  by  the  divine 
light,  /.  e,  JefuflChrift;  therefore  fo  is 
the  exigence  of  Ocxl ;  for  he  is  the  trite 
lights  and  none  el fe.  But  to  conclude, 
if  pofiible,  ■  '  ' 

Phil  aretes  now,  in  the  third 
place  ^Ile  hath  cither  forgot  what  hts 
fecond  battery  wa,Sf  or  he  tfajiens  in 
this  manner)  afferts  this  dodrine  of  the 
La^niaus  to  be  an  enemy  to  virtue. 
One  reafomhe  gives  is,  that  it  fubverts 
the  title  of  the  Layman's  hook.  The 
other  is,  that  it  knocks  on  the  head  all 
natural  religion  ;  and  what  is  natural  re¬ 
ligion  ?  It  is  what  men  may  know  of 
Oud  by  the  unafTifted  principles  of  rea- 
b»n.  — Bit,  becaufe  the  Layman's  doc¬ 
trine,  that  nothing  can  be  known  of  the 
Deiiy  by  thefe  principles,  knocks  on  the 
be.ul,  or  denies  its  oppohte,  i.  e,  bccauie 
it  doth  not  contradict  itfelf,  therefore  it 
is  an  enemy  to  virtue  !  Surely,  as  Mr 
Smithy  in  '  Rehearfal^  fays  to  Mr 
l^iilarcte*  deferves  a  pot  of  ale 
for  thefe  two  rcafons  ! — Bilhop  Wilkins, 
the  poet  Menander,  and  Perlius,  are  now 
quoted  to  no  manner  of  purpofc;  and 
Philaretes  having,  in  this  manner,  de¬ 
fended  t*ivo  of  his  batteries,'  hopes  that 
every  inlelligent  reader  will  perceive  he 
hath  defended  three  of  them  (P.  165.); 
and  then  concludes  with  ahfwering  fome 
objections  the  Layman  hath  thrown 
out.  This  he  does  by  denying  that  the 
light  of  the  fun  will  put  out  a  hre.  Here 
I  muft  make  fome  old  woman  or  other 
judge,  and  h^ften  to  encounter  Dr 
Clarke,  faying  that  the  virtues  of  men 
arc  of  I  he  fame  kind  with  the  perfec* 
tions  of  God,  though  infinitely  inferior 
in  degree.  No  doubt  it  would  be  hard 
for  a  poor  Layman  to  oppofe  this  able 
aivine,  had  not  Ifaiah  laid,  **  Behold,  all 
*  ye  that  kindle  a  hre,  that  compafs 
<  yourfclves  about  with  (furks ;  walk  in 


*  the  light  of  the  fire  and  of  the  fparl^ 

*  which  ye  have  kindled:  this  lhall  ye 

*  have  of  mint  band;  ye  (hall  lie  down 

*  in  forrow.**  Now,  1  am  utterly  at  a 
lofs  to  account  for  this  on  Dr  CUrke*t 
fuppotition ;  for,  if  the  light  which  men 
kindle  to  themfelves,  be  the  fame  with 
the  divine  light,  certainly  they  who  walk 
in  their  own  light  are  as  fafe  as  they 
who  walk  in  that  of  God ;  but  if  God» 
who  is  light,  and  in  whom  is  •no  dark^ 
nefs  at  all,  doth  deftroy,  and  place  in 
utter  darknefs  thofe  who  walk  in  t 
certain  kind  of  light,  I  can  only  fay,  that 
his  light  and  theirs,'  fome  how  or  other» 
muft  bC  oppofite,  even  as  there  is  fome 
kind  of  rightcoufnefs  that  is  like  filthy 
rags,  and  another  that  Jhall  be  for  ever^ 
evCn  the  righteotfhefs  of  God  unto  all* 
and  upon  all  them  that  believe.— >The 
reflection  of  the  divine  rays,  as  Phila^ 
teles  itites  it,  is  a  convinced Jinner  put¬ 
ting  his  truft  in  the  above-mentioned 
righteoufoeifs;  and  the  moment  he  be¬ 
gins  to  perceive  any  rays  of  his  own,  or 
any  virtues.  Or  any  thing  elfe  than  wic- 
kedneft  about  himfvlf,  he  ceafes  to  re¬ 
flect  thefe  rays,'  and  becomes  the  Image 
of  the  devil. — As  to  fhe  living  evangel 
lifts,  I  decline '  having  any  connection 
'with  them,  while  1  have  the  writings  of 
the  dead  ones  to  read  [P.  165.3* 

'  Philaretes,  laftly,  gives  the  juft  In¬ 
terpretation  of  two  excellent  texts  which 
I  torturCd,  and  one  Of  which  1  mifquoted  ; 
though,  with  fiibmiflion^  no  text  can  be 
'mifquoted,  unlefs  the  fenfe  is  altered. 
But  how  do  we  know  that  his  interpret 
tation  is  juft?  Dr  'Macnight  and  Dr 
Guyfe  fay  fo;  and*. how  do  we  know 
that  Dr  Macnight  and  Dr  Guyfe  fptak 
true  ?  'Philaretes  fays  fo  f  This  is  cieeh 
lent  reafoning !  ‘ 

'  And  now.  Sir,  Philaretes  having  ar^ 
rived  at  the  end  of  h\$  quotation/  with 
difficulty  and  diftrefs,  as  appears  by  hik 
firing  fuch  guns  as  thefe  cometic  nssan* 
derings,  ranting  puffs,  raving  hedla* 
mite,  libertine,  enthuftaft,  at  once  dif- 
charges  the  tremenduous  Volley  marked 
P.  8.  which  cxplofton  he,  no  doubt» 
thinks  gives  him  liberty  to  run  anssay  in 
fafety;  but  before  be  went  he  ftiould 
have  poimed  out  the  contradt^ions  ili 
the  Layman’s  dodrines;  for,  among  the 
reft  of  his  herefiet,  this  wicked  Lavmmii 
invariably  maintains  that  afiTertion  it 
not  argument. 

But,  to  come  at  laft  to  a  conciufion; 
Philaretes  begins  his'epiftle  by  tdlin| 
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you  he  hath  fomc  where  i-cid  of  a  Pope,> 
See. ;  I  end  mine  by  telling  you  1  have* 
fiwncwhere  read  of  a  i. chancellor,  t<» 
whom  a  certain  author  prcfcnied  his- 
works,  and  detired  bis  opinion  of  the 
|>ook:  “  Turn  it  into  ihymc,”  fays  the 
chancellor.  The  autlior  did  fo,  returned 
in  a  nu>rt  time,  ami  deiired  his  opinion 
again.  “  Aye,  now  his  fomethiiig  (fays 
the  chancellor),  before  ’tw.is  neither 
rhyme  nor  rcaton.” — !  hope  Philaretes’s 
accuracy  will  help  him  to  a,  right  appli'* 
cation  of  this  dory,  and  that  for  tlK*  fu« 
fare  he  will  explode  in  rhyme^  that  his 
Works  may  be  fovietliing.

IN  the  caurfc  of  epnverfation  with  a 
friend,  among  other,  thiiigH,  I  hip-

fect  very  remarkably  to  fully  his  charac- 
ler,  adding,  •*  ’Twas  a  pity  fuch  acci¬

yu/iK."  Here,  in  place  of  agreeing  with 
me  in  the  rtHe^lIon,  and  lamentiug  what 
ind  befdlen  the  young  gentleman,  my 
iriend  (who  is  wmnlrous  fond  of  fpecu^ 
iation)  obferved,  that  he  faw  no  reafon

calhi  a  gentlensdn^  for  that  fuch  a  con¬

,  I  coofefs  I  entertain  a  different  notion 
the  matter  from  that  of  my  friend; 
blit  any  thing  J  advanced  had  not  the 
^aft  effed  upoo  his  opinion.— Such  ideas 


of  this  fubjed  as  occur  to  me  J  will  cn^ 
deavouT  to  mention  as  briefly  as  poflible, 
and  (hall  be  happy  to  (ee  it  afterwards 
treated  by  an  abler  hand. 

.  So  far  as  my  friend- looks  upon  merit 
as  the  origin  of  the  appellation  gentle 
fnun^  1  agree  intirely  with  him  :  It  feema 
fo  allowable. a  propofition,  that  it  is  be 
lieved  few  will  contradi^  it. — All  the 
length  1  endeavour  to  carry  the  matter 
is,  that  this  title,  acquired  by  merito¬ 
rious  adion^,  ihould  defeend  to  pofteri 
ty,  and  of  which,  in  juft  ice,  lltcy  cannot 
be  deprived.  It  would  be  a  .poor  r.e 
ward  ffir  noble  aiftions  that  the  fame  of 
them  (hould  die  with  the  a^lor,  and 
that  no  refped  whatever  be  paid-  to  his 
memory;  on  the  contrary,  by  confer 
ring  honours  on  bis  fuccelC.>r,  wc  only 
continue  a  reward  <jf  the  predecefTor’s 
virtues:  I  therefore  confhlcr  the  fon  of 
a  man  raifed  to  the  ftation  of  a  gentle- 
man  as  much  fo  as  his  father;  nnrd  »I 
examine  whether  he  deferves  well  of  his 
country,  or  is  oiherw»ife  poflVfled  of 
qualifications  intitling  him  to  the  appef 
lation  or  not;  he  reprefenU  a  perfon 
worthy  chara^cr,  and  as  fuch  is  to  be 
treated  with  a  relative  ;refpe6l,  withoult 
inveftigating  his  particular  virtues;  and 
therefore,  if  any  lucky  accident  ftiaW 
befall  him,  wc  arc  apt,  very  julUy,  to  re¬ 
joice  that  the  fon  of  fo  Bne  a  gcntlcmaa 
has  been  fnccersfnl;  and,  on  the  other 
hand,  if  lie  is  unfortunate,  he,  by  tli« 
fanie  rule,  merits  onr  rcf|>e<ftful  compaf* 
^on.  .  .The  propofition.  of  relative  rcr 
fpcfl,  I  apprehend,  is  confirmed  by  ma¬ 
ny  ftriking  examples:  Thus,  if  wc  caff 
,onr  eyes  on  the  original  fituation  of  the 
Jfraelitcs,  do>wc  not  fee  them  on  many 
.orcafions  a  rebclhoua  and  finful  peo|dqi 
commiting  crimes,  and  behaving  in 
profligate  a  m.inncr  as  other  men?.  Yet, 
as  children  of  Ifrael,  as  reprefenting  » 
beloved  prcdeceflTor,  they  were  .the  parti 
cniar  care  of  Heaven. — Again,  for  what 
reafon  do  we  refpeift  the  ambaffador  of 
■any  foreign  court?  Do  wc  confider  the 
merit  and  good  behaviour  of  the  ambaf¬ 
fador?  By  no  means;  it  is  bccaufe  he 
reprefenti  a  kingdom  with  w’hom  we 
■arr,  or  would  wifli  to  be  on  good  terms; 
be  is  confidcred  in  the  fame  light  as  the 
conftituent,  and  every  infult  offered  to 
an  ambaffador  is  juftly  found  fault  wHIj 
by  the  law  of  nations.  In  fhortr  Sir,  I 
can  fee  no  difference  between  the 
put;  ail  of  them  are  a  proof  of  my 
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fion,  that  every  mark  of  honouf  and  at¬ 
tention  due  to  a  predecclTor  dciccnds  in 
e<mity  to  liis  reprelcntative. 

n,  however,  the  Ion  of  a  gentteman 
fliall  commit  altrocious  crimes,  I  can¬ 
not  pretend  that  this  circumftance  fhould 
plead  an  excufe;  aU  I  ever  maintained 
h:,  that  though  he  may  deferve  the  pu- 
nilhment,  yet  \vr  are  apt  lO  conOder 
him  in  a  particular  view,  and  m  la¬ 
menting  his  misfortune  as  the  fon  of 
a  gtiultman,  we  pay  a  piece  of  juJt  re- 
fped  to  liis  prcdeceiror.

Wonderful  Contrivance  of  Nature 
for  the  Prefervation  of  a  Plant  that 
^ro^ivs  in  the  River  Rhone* 

Tills  plant  conftfts  of  a  fmall  rAot, 
v\  ith  a  few  long  leaves  riftng  from 
is  a»Kl  in  the  midiV  of  them  a  flalk  of ' 
two  or  three  feet  in  length,  but  fo  weak> 
that  it  is  by  no  means  able  to  fupport  il- 
f(‘lf  ercift.  On  the  top  of  each  (talk,  is 
one  lingle  flower,  in  fome  degree  refera- 
bliiig  a  Angle  fli>wcr  from  a  bunch  of 
jfllarnine.  It  appears  to' l>e  the  purpofe 
of  noiirc,  and  it  is  abfoliitcly  neceflary 
to  the  well  being  of  the  plant,  that  eve¬ 
ry  part  of  it  fliould  be  immerfed  in  wa¬ 
ter,  except  juft  the  flower  at  the  top  of 
each  Ualk.  But  thefc  flowers  maft  be 
always  kept  above  the  water;  and  the 
heat  of  the  fun  is  requifite  to  the  open¬ 
ing  the  feeds  contained  in  the  cup  at  the 
baft*  of  thrm.  Now  the  Rhone,  wheic- 
in  this  plant  grows  in  great  abundance, 
is  a  river  of  very  uncertain  depth,  and 
that  in  places  very  near  one  another:  if 
the  fecd>  of  this  plant,  or  the  fide  (hoot^ 
from  the  root,  produce  neW  ones  at  dif- 
ierent  depths,  how  is  the*  flower  to  be 
rarried' to  the  lop,  and  only  Juft  to  the 
top  of  the  water  in  tachT  The  Rhone  ii< 
alfo  'of  all  rivers,  thc'inoft  apt  to  be 
fwelled  by  fudden  Hoods;  in  this  cafe, 
how  :6  the  plant  that  was  juft  flowering 
in  it5  proper  manner,  at  fenr  feet  depth, 
to  be  kept  in  the  ttecefl^iry  ftatt  of  ha¬ 
ving  that  flovrep  ab<»vr  water  When  thh 
depth  ij*  increafed  to  fix  ?  or  how  is  it  tb 
he  kept  fmm  falling  on  the  Ajrface  of  thrc 
Water,  and  rotting,  when  the  depth  d<- 
o:tc\  (rr ,  and  leaves  a  foot  or  f  woof  a  nskett 
flalk,  which  is  nnabie  to  fnouort  ilfclf? 
All  this  is  prorvided  for  \rj  iisf urr,  or  rtt-

parent  wifdom  and  intention  hat  made 
the  (talk  which  fupports  the  flower  ol* 
this  plant  of  a  form  and  texture, 
that  it  at  all  times  fuits  itftlf  to  th4' 
depth  of  the  water  it  is  in;  for  the  ftai1i» 
are  not  ftrait,  but  twifted  in  a  fpiraifmrn,: 
Ml  the  manner  of  a  emk-ferew,  t»r  rathei^ 
in  the  manner  of  thole  fprings  of  wire 
which  we  fee  made  by  wrapping  the  wire 
round  a  fmall  flick.  By  this  formation,' 
the  flalks  of  this  plant  have  a  power  or 
extending  and  contra^ing  themfdret  ifi 
lengh,  and  this  fo  fuddenly,  that  lee  the 
rife  Or  fall  of  the  water  be  ever  fo  quiek^ 
thelengthening  orfliortening  oftheflalki 
accompany  it ;  and  the  fame  formatiouf 
fiiits  them  in  a  yet  eafier  manner  to  dif-' 
ferent  depths.  By  this  formation  (the 
like  of  which  is  not  fecn  in  any  othee 
plant  in  nature)  the  flower  of  the  Vallif- 
neria  (for  fo  this  firgiilar  vegetable  ia 
called)  is  kept  juft  at  the  forfacc  of  the 
water,  be  the  depth  what  it  will, "or  the' 
changes  in  depth  ever  fo  fudden.  By 
this  means,  the  fnn  has  ;>owcr  to  rlpcfl 
the  flower  till  the  leeds  are  fcattered  ort 
the  furfacc  of  the  water  in  perfe^  rlpe^ 
nefs,  where  they  float  a  lilHe  white;  but 
when  thoroughly  welted,  fink,  and  take 
root  at  the  bottom.  To  prove  to  oculat 
demonftrarton  what  is  faid  of  this  pinntv 
fcvcral  of  them  have  Wen  put  into 
feh  of  water,  fome  of  them  With  ftalkt 
fo  long,  that  one  half  of  them  was  ut. 
hove  the  furface  of  the  water;  oilier# 
with  them  fo  fliort,  that  they  Were  im¬ 
merfed  fcveral  inches  under  it ;  but  in*  A 
few  hours  they  had  each  a^pfed  \ht 
length  of  their  flalks  to  the  depth,  and 
the  flower  of  every  one*  was  floating  Juft 
on  the  furface.  '  ^

ITH  equal  attfiftlon  ahd  pitaftilid 
I  have  liftetrtd'ld  that  Rom  Of  I-

i(t — and  which,  to  carry  on  the  alluHon, 
bath  at  lenj^th  fubiidtd,  after  threatening 
with  dsVattati(«n  the  empire  of  real'on. 
The  attention  1  beft'twed  has  infcnfibly 
led  my  mind  into  a  train  of  obiervation 
—of  how  dangerous  a  quality  he  is  pof- 
iefled,  on  whom  nature  bath  lavithed 
iuch  talents  of  perfualion,  when  thus 
mifapplied  through  inattention,  or  per- 
wrted  through  prejudice.  While  their 
liTely  impreflions  (which  can  alone  be 
fubdued  through  the  medium  of  impar* 
lial  examination)  are  ready  to  involve 
the  facile  and  the  ignorant  in  a  labyrinth 
of  difficulties,  they  may  even  bewilder 
the  learned  and  judiciouti  in  the  mazes  of 
error.  As  I  hold  all  apologies  as  Irivo- 
lous  affe^ation,  I  mean  it  not  when  I 
regret  having  beftowed  fo  Httlc  time  in 
inveftigating  the  fut^eCt  of  this  debate: 
but  fuch  oblervations  a«  imperfedt  fpecu- 
lations  can  atfml,  1  offer  with  difiidence, 
ib  hope  they  w’ill  be  judged  of  with  the 
candour  of  friendihip,  not  with  the  fe- 
verity  of  crilicifm.  Suffice  it,  that  ha¬ 
ving  only  as  yet  received  fclf-approba- 
tton,  they  have  not  undergone  the  exa- 
roination  of  a  judge. 

The  fubje^t  which  falls  now  to  be  con- 
bdered  by  the  members  of  this  fociety, 
Whether  does  inodefly  or  impudence 
frove  fuofl  aJvuHt4igeouj  in  iife  ?  is 
in  itfelf  rather  iiulefinite,  the  terms 
thcmfelves  having  either  receive*!  no  p»e- 
cife  definition,  or  at  Icaft  are  often  niif- 
applied  through  inattention,  or  pervert¬ 
ed  through  ignorance.  We  will  there¬ 
fore,  Sir,  in  the  c»»urfe  of  argument,  be 
under  the  neceffity  of  applving,  as  occa- 
•fion  requires,  t«?  your  impartial  media, 
tion.  This  fnbjcCt,  in  inelf  fufiicently 
Cxtcnfivc,  will  at  once  afford  to  the  grave 
snoralifi  room  for  philofophic  obierva¬ 
tion,  and  opp«  rtunity  to  the  cafuifi  to 
difplay  his  ingenuity:  and  I  think  I  can* 
•not  advance  the  caufc  of  m^dejiy^  in 
•whofe  defence  I  now  enter  the  lilts,  by 
any  arguments  of  my  own,  fo  poweiful 
ly,  as  by  an  impartial  examination  into 
the  fentiincnts  entertained  of  that  vir¬ 
tue  by  thofe  celebrated  in  the  days  of 
•claffic  fame,  or  who,  in  a  later  period, 
have  diftinguilhed  thcmfelves  in  the  re¬ 
public  of  letters.  But,  before  proceed¬ 
ing  to  fuch  inquiry,  it  may  perhaps  not 
feem  improper  to  afeertain,  through  the 
medium  of  a  definition,  what  ideas  I 
mean  to  be  expreffed  by  tbefe  terms. 
For  befides,  Mr  Prefident,  that  our 
-wofds  are  liable  to  great  abuici  Uic  re- 


fult  of  our  contemplatious  aqd  realoiil* 
lags,  while  we  have  no  prccife  ideas  af¬ 
fixed  to  our  words,  rouft  i>eeds  be  wv 
confuted  and  abfurd.  The  firft  and  iVn 
palpable  abufe  of  words,  is  when  they 
arc  ufed  without  clear  and  difiin^' ideas: 
the  fecond,  when  we  arc  inconfiftent  and 
unflcady  in  the  application  of  tbetn. 
To  avoid  and  remedy  this  inconTenience, 
more  efpecially  in  moral  difCQurfei, 
where  the  fairie  word  (h'ould  conitiotly 
be  ufed  in  the  fame  fenfe,  the  ufe  of  de¬ 
finitions'  is  by  Mr  Ltxrke  earneftly  reeom« 
mended.  “  A  definition,”  (ays  that  e- 
minent  writer,  in  his  Ircajife  on  the  hu¬ 
man  underftanding,  **  is  the  only  way 
whereby  the  prccife  meaning  of  moral 
wtirds  can  be  known.”  I  (hall  therefore. 
Sir,  endeavour  to  define  the  terrhs  un< 
dcr  our  prefent  confideration— Modefty, 
1  call  the  refledion  of  an  ingenuous 
mind^  either  *when  a  man  has  eommit^ 
ted  an  aiiion  for  nuhich  he  cenfurer 
himfetf  or  fancies  he  is  expofed  to 
the  cenfure  of  others.  The  ncccffity  of 
adopting  this  quality  in  the  coinp4irition 
of  a  female  character,  will,  I  prefume, 
appear  too  obvious,  upon  the  fmalieft  at¬ 
tention,  to  require  any  illufiratiou  from 
argument;  and,  without  entering  upon 
refined  fpeculation,  I  think  I  may  with 
fafetv  affirm,  that  modefiy  is  not  only 
an  ornament,  but  achtek  to  virtue.  It 
is  a  kind  of  quick  and  delicate  feeling  iu 
the  foul,  which  makes  her  to  (brink  and 
withdraw  herfelf  from  every  thing  that 
has  danger  in  it.  It  is  to  be  found  foroe- 
where  in  the  hiftory  of  ancient  Greece, 
that  the  women  were  all  affcifted  with  aa 
unaccountable  melaiKholy,  which  ciiipo- 
fed  many  of  them  to  make  away  with 
themfrlvev.  The  fenate  took  it  uniler  their

This  put  an  end 
to  the  malady  before  fo  prevailing,  la 
this  we  can  fee  the  ftrength  of  female 
modefty,  which  was  able  to  ovcrccnie 
the  violence  even  of  madrefs  and  defpair* 
But  the  fear  of  (hamc,  among  the  fair 
fex,  was,  in  thofe  days^  more  prevalent 
than  that  of  death.  The  accumultt^ 
misfortunes  that  attend  on  the  friul  w 
goc  arc  unaroldable ;  for  the  loll  of  109*

rio,  fatd  the  king,  what  is  yonr 
Mt»ncy,  Sir;  1  am  fo  fhort  in  cafh,  that 
1  am  not  able  to  pay  my  workmen ;  and 
your  majefly  and  I  have  learned  by  ex¬ 
perience,  that  pedlars  and  painters  can¬ 
not  give  credit  long.  The  king  fmiled, 
and  faiJ,  he  had  but  lately  ordered  him 
1^0 1.  Yes,  Sir,  replied  he,  but  that 
was  foon  paid  away,  and  I  have  no  gold 
left.  At  that  rate,  faid  the  king,  you 
would  fpend  more  than  1  do  to  maintain 
my  family.  True,  anfwered  Verrio,  but 
does  your  majefly  keep  an  open  table  as 
Ido?  * 

The  revolution  was  by  no  means  a- 
greeable  to  Verrio’s  religion  or  princi¬ 
ples.  He  quitted  his  place,  and  even  re¬ 
futed  to  work  for  king  William.  From 
that  time,  he  was  for  foroc  years employ- 
.  ed  at  the  lord  Exeler’s  at  Burleigh,  and 
afterwards  at  Cl»atfw«)rlh  ;  at  the  former 
.  he  painted  ieveral  chambers,  which  arc 
reckoned  amongll'  his  befl  works.  He 
has  placed  his  own  portrait  in  the  room 
where  he  reprefented  the  hiflc^ry  of  Mars 
and  Venus;  and  for  the  Bacchus  beflrid- 
ing  a  hogfhead,  he  has,  according  to  his 
ufual  liberty,  borrowed  the  countenance 
of  a  dean,  with  whom  he  was  at  vari¬ 
ance.  At  lafl,  by  peifuation  of  lord 
Ex»*ter,  he  condefeended  to  ferve  king 
Wiliiam,  and  was  lent  to  H^mpton- 
ccurt,  where,  among  other  things,  he 
painted  the  great  flair-cafe,  and  as  ill  af 
if  he  had  fpoiled  it  out  of  principle. 
His  eyes  failing  him,  queen  Anne  gave 
him  a  penfion  of  200I.  a-ycar  for  life, 
but  he  did  not  enjoy  it  long,  dying  at 
Hampton  court  in  1707.

change 

At  full  view  it  may  appear  extraor- 
difury,  that  in  other  countries^ 
j)iaiculariy  in  France,  the  plenty  of  lil- 
vrr  money  is  fo  great,  that  in  large  pay-' 
inents  it  becomes  ironblefome;  while  in 
Engl  .nd  there  is  fo  great  a  fcarcity,  that 
ue  find  a  diiiiculty  in  even  changing  a 
guinea:  but, at  the  farpe  time,  gold  coin 
i.^  al  nolt  as  difficult  to  be  obtained  in 
France  as  lilver  money  is  here. 

The  realon  of  this  difference  of  cir- 
ciiinlUnces  between  the  two  countries  I 
apprcliend  to  be,  that  the  currency  of 
ilie  gold  coin  in  England  infixed  above 
it-*  intrmiic  valne,  in  refpe^t  to  the  rtan- 
<lard  lilver  money;  and  that  the  curren¬ 
cy  of  the  gold  coins  in  France  is  fixed 
below  itsintnnlic  value,  in  relpedl  to  their 
lilver  money;  or,  in  other  words,  it  is 
more  advantageous  to  coin  Giver  money 
in  Fiance  than  gold  coin,  compared  with 
itscarrem  y  and  price  of  bnllipn  at  their 
market,  a:ni  in  England  quite  the  re¬ 
verie. 

Now  that  current  coin  will  be. always 
the  moG  plentiful  in  a  country  which  is 
ot  the  lealt  intrinlic  value;  for  the  coin¬ 
age  thereof  can  be  carried  on  with  the 
b  all  exprnce;  and  the  temptation^  to 
melt  or  export  it  will  be  lefs  in  the  fame 
proportion. 

When  1  fpcak  of  tbe  currency  of  our 
pold  coinn  bidng  ti>o  high,l  mean  it  mere¬ 
ly  in  refpeA  to  the  currency  of  the  filver 
money;  that  is,  the  pound  or  ounce  of 
filver  is  the  Gandard  or  mcafure  of  all 
property;  and  the  pound  ftcrling  will 
buy  at  market  more  gold  than  Giver  bul- 
bun,  in  proportion  to  their  currency 
when  Coined. 

Hence  it  that  we  lofe  ftye  per  cent, 
and  upward^  on  the  coinage  of  our  filver 
money,  and  not  above  three  percent,  on 
the  coinage  of  the  gold  coin. 

Now,  though  we  do  not  lofe  fo  much 
r>n  tlic  coinage  of  g<‘ld  as  u^nrn  the  filver, 
>ci  it  apt>e^r«.  by  an  exad  calculation, 
we  lolc  near  three  percent,  upon 


the  guineas,  &c.  now  .coined;  ind  at 
firit  fight  it  may  appear  unaccountable 
how  the  coinage  of  gold  is  carried  on  at 
prefent  at  fo  great  a  certain  lofs;  but 
this  is  owing  to  the  bank  of  England 
being  obliged  to  coin  gold  every  year,  in 
order  to  anfwer  the  circulation  of  their 
bills;  therefore  they  arc  conftantly  buy¬ 
ing  great  quantities  of  bullion  for  that 
purpofe,  the  payments  for  which  are 
made  in  their  paper-money.  They 
might  alfo  coin  filver  money  in  the  fame 
manner;  hut  they  naturally  prefer  the 
coining  of  gold,  becaufc  thelofa  is  left 
than  upon  the  coinage  of  filver. 

The  Eaft  india  company  have,  for 
many  years,  eagerly  bought  up  the 
grcatcG  part  of  the  filver  bullion  that  is 
brought  hither,  in  order  to  fend  to.Afia, 
where  filver  is  propdrttonably  more  va¬ 
lued  than  gold  is  here:  ami,  fince  their 
territorial  dominions  have  produced 
them  fuch  large  revenues,  I  am  Inform¬ 
ed  individuals  have  fent  gold  bullion 
from  thence  into  this  country  by  way  of 
remittances. 

But  to  return  to  the  comparative  fear-' 
city  or  plenty  of  gold  and  filver  coins  in 
Europe.  If  the  curicnt  value  of  the  gold 
coins,  in  rtfpeil  to  the  filver  money,  w»afi 
leflfened  fo  much  as  to  make  the  lofs  on 
the  coinage  of  gold  greater  than  the  fil- 
ver,  we  Ihould  be,  as  the  French  now 
arc,  burdened  by  receiving  ’  large  pay¬ 
ments  in  Giver  money. 

It  has  been  Hiewn  in  an  accurate  table^ 
that  our  gold  coins  in  currency  are  made 
in  refpcdl  to  our  filver  ccnni,  as  15  to  r 
nearly;  but  the  price  of  the  two  metals 
as  bullion,  at  market,  is  as  14^  to  1: 
therefore  tbe  gold  coins  are  over- rated, 
compared  with  the  Gandard  filver,  about 
eight- pence  in  the  pouml  Gerling.  But 
luppofe  the  guinea  Oiould  be  made  to  be 
current  for  twenty  fhillings  only  infirad 
of  twenty-one  Oiiltings  (which  is  only 
four  pence  lefs  than  it  ought  lo  go  for), 
wc  fhould  then  find  the  bank  and  others 
pour  in  filver  to  the  mint  tnfleadof  gold, 
and.  then  probably  wc  Ihould  foon  be 
obliged  to  hire  jh^rters,  as  the  French 
now  do,  to  carry  home  five  hundred 
pounds  from  a  banker’s;  but  if  thc.giii- 
nea  was  to  run  for  twenty  fhillings  and 
four  pence,  it  would  make  the  lofs  oa 
coinage,  while  the  comparative  value  of 
gold  and  filver  bullion  remained  as  it 
does,  to  be  nearly  rqu.il.

A  N  Emir  baffa,  attended  by  thirty 
X  \  fpahis,  has  juft  arrived*  here  with 
the  following  account  of  the  city  of 
Bagdai  l>eing  taken  bv  the  Perftahsr— 
“  A  great  number  of  Perflan  pilgrim**  ar¬ 
rived  at  Bagdat  in  the  montlr  of  April 


laft,  in  order  to  vifit  the  tombs  of  the 
prophet  Alir  itnd  fome  of  the  other  Imt- 
Hies,  which  lie  not  far  from  the  eity. 
TTiefe  pilgrims,  amounting  to  near  fif- 
.  teen  hundred,  and  having  an  elcort  of* 
fifty  foldicrs,  gave  the  beglerbeg  of  Bag- 
dat  fome  fufpicion,  and,  in  coniequence, 
he  denied  them  admittance  into  the  city, 
bnt  alfigned  them  fome  caravanferaa  m 
the  fotHirb'«,  on  the  weftern  fide  of  the 
Tigris.  This  lodgment  ,thc  -  PerftaiTt 
.  were  obliged  to  fubmit  to,  wbieh  th«y 
did  with  muoh  rdnftanoe#  bat  minIM- 
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their  thfi'ontcnt  in  fiich  a  manner  tiut 
t*('’'MrTPrd  the  \ii*er«>y  in  hi.-  opinion. 
If  'f  they  citne  with  other  views  than 
tb  >10  ot  relipon.  This  opinion  was  not 
ill  tttiir.dt'd,  as  in  ah:)Uf  ten  days  from 
the  arrival  of  the  piUTiim*,  fome  horfe- 
inen  .^nived  at  llaplat,  with  an  account 
of  aTeiti.in  army  of  6o,''Oo  men  having 
entered  the  province  of  ChaMea,  and 
were  within  two  d.iys  march  of  the  citv. 
.The  brglerheff  on  this  intelligence  made 
every  preparation  for  ilefence,  and  rnnf- 
tered  all  the  parrilon;  hot,  unhappily, 
lame  mutinies  having  reigned  among

ViNtce^  July  S.  “  The  fucrefTes 
which  the  Unnian  Hect  under  count  ()r- 
lovv  meet  with  fo  rrpeattdly,  aie  am.i- 
’/ing;  every  lliip  that  arrives  f»‘om  the 
"Arch’pclngo  brings  advice,  either  of  the 
•  Kutfians  having  taken  fome  rf  the  iflands, 
.or  defeated  the  Turkilh  fquadrons.  The 
following  account  is  juft  arrived  here  by 
a  French  iVigate  of  ;^a  guns,  named  the 
illcfpcrtis,  Chevalier  Mapean  comman¬ 
der,  who  was  at  anchor  in  the  harbour 
of  Linofa,  in  the  llland  of  Cyprus, 
when  the  Knftians  landed  their  men 
Ihere.  The  fquadron  which  fome  time 
fince  had  attackeil  and  taken  the  citv  of 
•Caiidia,  on  the  ill.ind  of  the  fame  name, 
left  a  garrifon  iheie,  and  proceeded  to 
Cyprus  with  the  lame  intent.  They  ftift 
attempted  a  landing  at  Famagufta,  but 
were  beat  olf  from  thence  by  the  Tuiks, 
the  harbour  not  lieing  capable  of  recei¬ 
ving  thips  of  lirge  burden ;  the  Rufiians 
attempted  landing  in  their  boats  and 
fballow  gallics,  but  were  inceft'antly  beat 
off  by  the  cannon  and  fmall  arms  from 
the  Ihore.  From  Fainagufta  the  fqua- 
'dron  imoKdiately  proceeded  for  Linofa, 
where  the  Hefperus,  and  fevcral  other 
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F.nrope^n  veflels  of  ilifterent  nations  lay;* 
who  comminrled  by  the  KnffianH 

not  to  fer  ont  of  the  Inrhour  till  they  had 
Ctrl ‘ted  .a  handing  of  their  troops,  which, 
sfter  a  frr.art  cannonading  between  the
